He PO-MCS Peacefully A way Without 


a Stnunrte— Universal 
Cfeudol- 


enee—rlie Funeral to Take Place 
in Washington. 


NOXQCITT, Mass., August 5.—General 


Sheridan'a death occurred at 10SO p. M. 
Previous to the sudden appearance of 
heart failure, at about 9:30 this evening 
there had been no premonitions to-dajr 
of an unfavorable change in his con- 
dition. 
The weather had been warmer 


than usual and the General was at times 
a little restless, but seemed generally 
bright and cheerful to-day. His voice 
was stiong. He took a full supply of 
nourishment, slept occasionally as usual 
and the doctors and his family were in 
hopeful spirits. At 7 o'clock Mrs. Sheri- 
dan and the doctors went to the hotel 
for sapper and sooa after their return 
the usual preparations for the night 
were made. 
At about 9:20 Colonel 


Sheridan said "good night" to Uis 
brother, and went to the hotel, there 
having been no sign whatever through 
the duy of any unfavorable change in 
his condition. 


At 9:30 symptoms of heart failure 


suddenly appeared and doctors O'Reilly 
and Matthews, who were with him at 
the time immediately applied remedies 
which had proved successful in all simi- 
lar previous attacks, but this time they 
were without effect, and despite what 
could be done the General gradually 
sank into a state of complete uncon- 
sciousness and at 10:30 breathed hie 
last. 
Mrs. Sheridan, Sisters Maban 


and Justinia and the faithful Servant 
were also at his bedside throughout his 
dying hour. 


"The official bulletin was issued to the 


Associated Press at midnight: The im- 
mediate cause of death was heart fail- 
ure. The remote cause a disease of the 
mitral and asoertic was valves, the ex- 
istence of which was known to his 
physician, to himself and to his family 
in November of last year. The compli- 
cations which have occurred have been 
exhaustion, pulmonary insertions, pneu- 
monia, aaasacu and hemorrhages.

SHEEP SHEAEISG BY MACHINERY.—Our 


local shearers will bo interested in the 
annexed from the St. James Grtuutle, of 
London: 


According to one of our correspond- 


ents, a Mr. Suckling, who owns a sheep 
station named IBarshniu, near Murrur- 
uiidi, in New South Wales, bus now iu 
operation in his shed a sheep hbeanug 
implement which ia driven by com- 
pressed nir. It resembles a pair of or- 
dinary horse-clippers, and c»n be com- 
foitably held iu the hand. 
The motive 


power causes a small piston in tho buse 
of the handle of tho machine to work 
backwards and forwards with extreme 
rspidity. 
This piston sets in inn'iou a 


bar, 
wbicb, working upon a pivot, 


causes the cutting teeth of the ranebine 
to oscillate" rapidly over the ngid teeth 
of the comb bulow. 
Tbe cutting action 


is thus precisely the same as the horse- 
clippers. A rigid metal pipe runs along 
the length of tbe shed, and each machine 
is eonaected to it by a flexible Indiu- 
rnbber tube. The air is turned on, and 
tho upper teeth of the implement work 
rapidly over the cornb; the operator 
seises his sheep and applies the ma- 
chine. As the teeth of the comb run 
through the wool close to the skin tho 
cutters sever the fibres quite evenly, 
and the whole fleece seems to peel off 
as if by magic. There is no chance of 
tho animal being cut, as with shears. 
The flnece is much more closely, as well 
as evenly, taken off than by the old 
method, and less liable to be broken, 
and the labor involved is much less.
